U.S. Claim Russia 
‘Buzzed’ Plane 


BERLIN, Sunday, (Reuter) — 
American Air Foret authori- 
ties here protested to the Inter- 
Allied Air Security Board 
against three Soviet jet fight- 
ers using a US. army trans- 
port plane as an “exercise 
target” yesterday afternoon. 


Eyewitnesses state that the 
three Soviet planes, jet air- 
craft with swept beck wings,

The geport said the plane 
was first attacked near the 
city, inside the air corridor.
